Keith Samuels worked ex- 
tremely hard and did not deserve 
to finish on the losing side, while 
Les Merrick looked slow and 
rarely managed to get a cross over 
at the first attempt. 


Fortunately John Maskell was 
on form, although he was caught 
Napping on a couple of occasions 
and could possibly be faulted for 
the winning goal. 


After hammering away at the 
Wycombe defence for 
minutes St. Albans went ahead 
as Broomfield’s pass split the 
visiting defence wide open, and 
the unmarked Wood had no 
trouble in crashing the ball past 
the advancing Maskell,

For the second half Wycombe 
replaced Charlie’ Gale, who 
aggravated a calf injury.

In the opening 20 minutes 
Wycombe produced their best 
football of the match and 
threatened to equalise at any 


moment, The team moved with

WORLEY SCORES
